ROME (ITM)— Pope Pius XII. the first Roman In 
two c e n t u r i e s to become supreme pontiff of the Rom­ 
an Catholic Church, returned in death today to the 


Eternal City. 


His body was earned in a plain 
wooden coffin in a glass-walled 
hearse from his summ er v illa at 
Castel Gandolfo. where he died al 
3:52 a m . Thursday, in .solemn 
cortege through the brightly sun­ 
lit Italian countryside for final 
honors in this city where he was 
born 82 years ago. 
The cortege left Castel Gandol­ 
fo at 2:28 p.m. (9:28 a m. e.d .t), 
and covered the 15 miles north­ 
ward to Rome in slightly less 
than an hour. 
Thousands of sad-faced natives 
and tourists watched the depar­ 
ture from Castel Gandolfo. Other 
thousands lined the ancient route 
into Rome, which was traveled 
with a minimum of formality. 
Preceded by two c a r s —one con­ 
taining police and the other two 
priests carrying crucifixes — the 
hearse and its following 10-car 
cortege 
drove 
into 
the 
ancient 
city of Rome through tho south 
gate of St. John at 3:26 p.m. 
t IO:26 a m. e.d.t.). 
Huge Crowd Waits 


A crowd of IOO,(XX) stood in si 
lence around the great square in 
front of the vast Basilica of St 
John in Lateran. 
As the cortege swung up in 
front of the church, an honor 
guard of men of the I t a l i a n 
armed forces and the Rome m u­ 
nicipal 
police 
presented 
arms. 
Only the slapping sound of their 
rifles could be heard. 
With all the elebatorate formali­ 
ty of the church, the coffin with 
the body of the Pope was taken 
from the hearse, placed on a lit­ 
ter and carried inside the mother 
church of christendom by m em ­ 
bers of the sediari—the men who 
[had carried the Pope in life on 
: his ceremonial gestatorial chair.
